25X1 2. a. Personnel of the 55th Inf Tegt constructed wooden anti- 

tank obstacles along the border in the area of the Domazlice 
Pass. The obstacles were 6 to 10 feet high and about 5j feet 
long. Up to 12 small demolition charges,, the size of match 
boxes, were attached to an obstacle and interconnected by lead 
wire. Trees in the immediate vicinity of the obstacles were 

sawed off about feet from the around. 
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b. Iron obstacles (so-called "hedgehogs” ) were installed 
along the border in the V3ERUBY (II 50 /U 89) area. A "hedge- 
hog" weighed about 175 pounds and was about 8 feet high and 
wide. The arrival of about 40 railroad cars loaded with 
"hedgehogs" made in the Skoda Plant was observed.

reports indicate that the construction of ob- 


stacles aTong^ffie Czech-Bavarian border was continued. As the 
obstacles so far renorted seem to be of little military value, 
it is assumed that they were primarily built for the prevention 
of illegal border traffic. 


b. There has not been any substantiated information that mines 
were actually laid in the border zone. Although such information 
was founded on rumors, it seems quite possible that the border 
zone may have been mined, as it was reported from the Hungarian- 
Augtrlan border. 
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c. The information on snail denolition charges being 
attached to obstacles may be true. They are presumably 
meant to disoourage illegal border crossers and to alarm 
border guards. 
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
